Thank You, Mr. Dowd! 


Geoffrey Dowd became Principal of Trafalgar School for Girls 
in 1994, making history as the School’s first male Principal. The 
Selection Committee admitted this would be a monumental 
change for Trafalgar, but after 22 years, it is clear that Geoff 
Dowd has left a positive mark on the school’s most recent 
chapter of history. 

In the 1994 Summer edition of The Victory magazine, Geoff 
stated he had no preconceived notion of what school must be, 
but was particularly interested in three areas: making students 
and teachers comfortable with new technology; finding ways 
to incorporate French-Quebec culture and language into the 
school; and promoting a global outlook on the part of the girls 
and the programmes in which they were involved. 

Geoff is the first to say that one person does not a school make, 
that it is the team of excellent teachers, wonderful parents, 
exceptional volunteers, distinguished alumnae and the students 
themselves who make a school advance. During his tenure, 

Traf became the first school in Quebec to have an Internet Lab 
(1995). Also in 1995, The Girls For the Cure Walk began at Traf 
and now Montreal girls’ schools participate annually having 
raised over $2M to date for women’s cancers. In 1996 and 1997 
Histoire and Geographie were introduced. In 1999, Trafalgar was 
selected to represent Canada in the World School International 
Forum (Japan), a worldwide network of schools that fosters 
greater understanding and learning. Numerous clubs have 
created local, regional, national and global awareness. Capital 
Campaigns provided renovations and new spaces throughout 
the building. Endowment fundraising during his tenure built 
a foundation for bursary support, currently providing 20% of 
students with financial assistance. 


Mr. Dowd’s personal interests were shared with students as he 
coached Cross Country Skiing, founded the Good Grammar 
Club, and ran the Canadian Scholastic Achievement League. His 
easy-going character, genuine interest in people, and his ability 
to connect easily with them won over students and adults alike. 
Whenever Geoff spoke at the podium, the Trafalgar community 
knew they were in for a treat with his clever, humorous 
addresses that would leave the audience more enlightened than 
when they came into the room. 

Geoff Dowd now also retires from a forty-year career in 
education that began as a teacher at Selwyn House School in 
1976. Over the course of his career, he has sat on numerous 
local, regional and national committees and associations as 
Member, Chair, or President, always advocating for independent 
schooling in Quebec and for all-girls’ education. 

The Trafalgar School community wishes Geoff all the best on his 
well-deserved retirement and thanks him for his contributions to 
the life of the school.

Valedictorian Address 

Excerpts from Emmy Zemel’s speech. 

I’d like to tell you a story that was quite 
helpful to me while writing this speech. 
When I was in Grade Seven, on this 
very stage, I delivered an after dinner 
speech as if I were the valedictorian of 
my graduating class. Here I am, five years 
later, with the same task. Only this time 
around, the butterflies in my stomach 
are not for the same reasons. Then, I 
felt nervous to speak in front of a large 
audience. Today, the pressure I feel is that 
I have to put into words how truly amazing 
these past five years have been. Despite 
the cheesiness of the Grade Seven 
valedictorian speech, I was actually quite 
wise beyond my years. My speech was 
about self-discovery...exactly what I want 
to talk to you about today. 

Self-discovery can be defined in many 
different ways. I will be the first to admit, I 
still have a lot of living and learning left to 
do. However, I will say that self-discovery 
is mainly based on being your true self, 
no matter how weird or quirky. It’s about 
being content with who you are...and, this 
is thanks to Traf, a place that has felt more 


like home than school; where we could 
sing at the top of our lungs in the locker 
room with absolutely no shame, a place 
where our awkward stages didn’t feel so 
awkward, a place where we learned to 
love every part of ourselves, no matter 
how hard that sometimes may be...It is 
thanks to the teachers and staff, who 
went beyond the curriculum to teach 
us life lessons and who were always up 
for debate whenever we disagreed. You 
showed us what kind of students we 
wanted to be. You were always there to 
help us in our times of need, and many 
times you were more than just teachers, 
but friends and mentors. 

Two months ago, at our grade sleepover. 
we reminisced about our favourite 
memories and said our thank yous to one 
another. The most common response 
among us all was, “thank you for letting 
me be who I am.” I realized then what a 
special group we are and how lucky we 
are to have each other. We’ve supported 
each other through the good times and 
bad and have been a constant source of 
laughter every single day. We’ve formed 
sister-like bonds that I know will last a 
lifetime.

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Tk TDra Collyer attended The Trafalgar 
/ \ / Institute (now Trafalgar School for 
Girls) from 1910-1917, graduating 
at a time when women were not recognized 
as persons nor had the right to vote in 
Canada. She took art classes at the Art 
Association of Montreal. In 1920, she 
joined the Beaver Hall Group founded by 
A.Y. Jackson and considered Quebec's 
"counterpart" to the Group of Seven. Nora 
was the youngest of ten women artists in 
the group including Emily Coonan, Prudence 
Heward, Mabel Lockerby, Mabel May, 
Kathleen Morris, Lilias Torrance Newton, 
Sarah Robertson, Anne Savage, and Ethel 
Seath, and their support of one another 
"was essential to their success in the 
male-dominated art world." From 1925- 
1930, Nora taught drawing at Trafalgar 


School earning $800 per year, but when her 
mother died, she left to manage her family's 
household. She later taught classes in her 
home and on Saturday mornings at the Art 
Association of Montreal "and volunteered 
at the University Settlement, the Griffintown 
Club, and the Children's Memorial Hospital." 
She learned a great deal from Maurice 
Cullen on sketching trips, her favourite 
subjects being "flowers, riverscapes, old 
houses...villages."The Royal Canadian 
Academy exhibited her first works as early 
as 1922 and several Canadian Group 
of Painters exhibitions followed. One of 
her works was included in the Canadian 
paintings exhibited at the Canadian Pavilion 
at 1939 World's Fair in New York. In 1964, 
Galerie Walter Klinkhoff hosted her first 
solo exhibition. In 2016, thirty-seven years 


after Nora's death, The Montreal Museum 
of Fine Arts held the first major exhibition 
featuring the Beaver Hall Group. Trafalgar 
alumna Susan Kilburn '56 was a family 
friend and one of Nora's students. "She was 
a lovely human being and I was enormously 
fond of her." For her talent as an artist 
and educator, and for helping to shape the 
role of women painters in Canada, Nora is 
named a Scholar and Explorer.

hea Burns, a highly regarded art 
conservator and pastel art and 
metalpoint drawing expert, has 
dedicated her life to art. With a BA in 
Fine Arts from McGill, Thea went on to 
Queen's University earning a Master of Art 
Conservation degree and then to University 
of London's Courtauld Institute of Art 
for her PhD. She worked on independent 
projects for the Montreal Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Canadian Centre for Architecture 
and Queen's University, among others, 
before becoming Professor of Paper Objects 
Conservation in Queen's Art Conservation 
Program. In 2002, she became the first 
Helen H. Glaser Senior Paper Conservator 
for Special Collections in the Weissman 


Preservation Center, Harvard University 
Library. A day in the life account can be 
found in Harvard Magazine describing 
Thea's meticulous and important work 
conserving the earliest printed map 
of Cambridge, England (1574). Using 
her scalpel like a surgeon she removes 
the pasted map from the back of an 
atlas,"one of only two extant copies... 
found in 1894"saving it from total 
deterioration. Thea has authored a number 
of scholarly articles and books in English 
and French including L'artdu pastel, 
translated into English and described as 
"The only comprehensive history of pastel 
art." In 2006, Thea received the Craig 
Hugh Smyth Visiting Fellowship, Harvard 


University Center for Italian Renaissance 
Studies, Florence, Italy. She's contributed 
to professional journals worldwide and 
her most recent book manuscript in press 
is 'Compositiones variae': A Late Eighth- 
century Craftsman's Technical Treatise 
Reconsidered. "Trafalgar gave me a love of 
learning, the tools to begin to pursue my 
interests, scholarly and otherwise, and the 
desire to succeed." She is proud of "the 
increasing recognition over recent years of 
the interest and value of my scholarship by 
conservators, curators and art historians 
internationally." For her contributions to 
art and art conservation worldwide and for 
her never-ending love of learning, Thea has 
been named a Scholar and Explorer.

C hristine Williams Ayoub attended the 
Trafalgar Institute because her father 
knew of its fine reputation. Miss 
Cumming was Principal and Miss Bryan, 
Vice-Principal, had read classics at Trinity 
College, Dublin. Christine began to learn 
Latin before the other girls and soon added 
Greek to her curriculum. Mrs. Leonard and 
Miss Cam were also excellent teachers "and 
probably were partly responsible for the fact 
that I continued in Math." In 1938, Christine 
received the highest grade in the McGill 
Junior Matriculation exams earning McGill's 
Trafalgar Scholarship but she chose to go to 
Bryn Mawr College, Pennsylvania, instead. 
There she earned her Bachelor's degree, 
Summa cum laude, the 13th student in the 


history of the college to do so. She holds 
two Masters degrees - one from Radcliffe 
College (the then female counterpart to 
the all-male Harvard College) and one from 
McGill, obtaining Magna cum laude for her 
thesis. In 1947, she earned her PhD from 
Yale. She spent the next few years at the 
Institute for Advanced Study at Princeton 
and as an instructor at Cornell University. 
From 1953-1984 she was Lecturer, Associate 
Professor and Professor at Pennsylvania 
State University. She has been a Visiting 
Professor at the universities of Frankfurt, 
Warwick, and Riyadh; and Lecturer at 
Bethlehem University and throughout 
Morocco. In 1995 she consulted on initiating 
a PhD program at Amman University. In

retirement, Christine was named Penn 
State's Volunteer of the Year. She researched 
her grandmother's art leading to exhibits 
in New York City, and she created an Oral 
History project documenting Quaker life, 
a rich part of her father's history, writing 
a book, Memories of the Quaker Past. 

From 1986-1990 she and her husband, 
Raymond Ayoub, founded Foxdale Village, a 
continuing care retirement community near 
the Penn State campus.
